well as the AECASSOfARTs) oftcn has brought up this toplc tfiicix naturally la 
oloee to hin, statlng that all Ukralnlan broadcaste are aligned with aleguided - 
policy whlch oensore the broadcasts to ellminate all traces of national lag and 
utte ringe against Russian imperial Isnu He also attacked the way in whlch Radio

Study of the USSR«, Re stated that he, and other Ukrainians, feit that AMCOKUB r 

would Change its tactio in view of the recent revoltej however emigree have be- 
come completely disabused of this notion after hearing Radio Liberation’s broad- 
cast» and other Propaganda. People llke STXRANKA, PELENSKYX and Mykhaylo DORRYANSKTX 
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find it very difficult to live under such cireumstanoee but aape forced to con- 
tinue with AKCCMLIB** line only becauae it offers thea * livelihood* Sora» o f 
thea drsad thffc undoubtedly ln the near or distant future they will be attacked v 
by an emfgrs group or personal ity be cause they continna to be employed with 
AHDOHtIB in spite af their personal and ideological carrvictions* ABCAP EUJ?/1 
stated that he read a script written by STIRANXA befora and öfter AMCOMLIB 
oensorship* The ecript waa censored by DOBRIANSKH vho stated that he was - * o 

foreed to exeoute inatructione from the higher ec he Ion and £bat the acript would 
hav» been destroyed tf it had not been oenaored* AECAPELIN/l stated that the 
original script waa changed entirely becauae it ran against AMCOMUB policy 
which does not wish to delve into differences, aubtle or otherwlee, betveen 
national communis» ln the satellitea and the USSR which nou atrugglea against 
J Soviet communism and becauae AMCGMUB re fuß ©a to raention that Soviet coeranniaa 
has saothered the Revolution in Hungaxy, etc* The ükrainian emigres are so 
auch aare disenchanted in light of statemehts isade by Cctnmunist organs in the 
West, including the United States and Canada 9 which attaak their Soviet Cata- 
snmjet compatrlots for the Soviet slaughter in Hungaxy while the American«, 
private or otharwiae, refuße to raiae the issue. In yiew of the above, AE- 
CAPEUKA stated that naturaLly the emigres will attack AMCOMUB for bsing 
filled to the bria with Russophiles and even Soviet agents vho have taten over

Germany where they became Soviet P0W*s lAiose German citiaenship was not recognized 
hy the Soviet», and (b) Ukrainiane whose names.were Oermaniaed and who wo re 
drafted into the German arwy (also serving witli the SS and other ouoh groupe) or 
who, during the second Russian occupation of the Ukraine ( 1941— UU) j werfe, arrested 
as traitors and sent to concentration camp»* ABCAPELINA does net exclude that 
the Soviets will place agents of all types among these returnees*

rent eventa, was shoved into the background« Ria council reaulted in 'Ähe 
creation of a preliminary inter~party co Ordination Committee to which ÄNDRIXEVSKH 
was elected Chairman« ANDRIIEVSKTf, in tum, asked the ZCh/OUH to lend its suf^ 
port^to this coordinating conmittee« When ANDRITEVSKTT told LEHKAVSKH that 
UNRada refused to join the Committee be cause it (UNRada) iß the only Organisation 
which should carry out such Propaganda, etc«, ZCh/OUN etated it would support the 
new Conmittee only if OUN/M withdrev its raerabership frora UNRada, ANDHITEV5KIT 
etated that OUN/M gave UNRada a number of Ultimatums which, if not fulf illed, 
would result in 0UN/H*B resignation from UNRada* ANDRIYEVSKIT told LENKAVSKTT 
that this would lead to OUN/H*e full Cooperation with OUN/B* However, no further 
agreement was reached and KASHUBA expects that none will be reich ed, 

KASHUBA further etated that the re definite ly have been no other discussione 
by any one peraon or any one group with ZCh/OUN on this topio« AS CAPELIN/1, 
therefore, reasoned that either the recent rumor« about new cooperatiori between 
these two group a stemmed fron HAI VAS 1 earlier talks with ZCh/OÜN or ZCh/OUN haa 
not<eettn fit to inform KASHUBA About amalgamation, if it exists« (COMMENTi See 
Oordon F« Neger* s report of contact with C ABO LT, dated 1?
